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HAMMER BLOWS FELL
GARDENA'S CURB METERS

Gardena’s “hitching posts”—those 207 standards which sup-
ported parking meters for a six-month trial period, were just a
memory today. Karpark Corporation, which furnished the motor
monitors, last week lived up to its part of the contract with the
City of Gardena by removing the last vestige and replacing the
sidewalks in their original condition.

First to be removed, appropriately, was one across the street
from the house of Mrs. May Murphy, 1029 Gardena blvd., who led
a successful fight against the meters by circulating petitions
for their ouster.

Final job of taking out the standards was done by Walter R.
Betsworth, Manhattan Beach contractor, and an assistant, wield-
ing hammer and crowbar, under supervision of Joe Ostermyer,
Karpark installation engineer. “They’ll be wanting us to put
them back before long,” Ostermyer’ predicted. He pointed out
that Gardena is the first city in Southern California to call for
removal, to his knowledge, so that in a way he was ploneering
the job.

Meanwhile, heads of the devices—that is, the part in which
motorists deposited their pennies and nickels, were packed into
cartons last Saturday and picked up for shipment to the Kar.
park main officeg in Cincinnati. The hitching posts will be dis-
posed of as junk, Ostermyer said.

Torrance did not go so far as Gardena did with parking
meters, however. After the City Council had adopted an ordl-
nance p g for uwlr Bob Haggard and a group
of circul i ith got some 1,100
signers to say “nothing dolng with purklng meters,” and the
Council rescinded its ordinance.

The town saluted Haggard and his committee.
